We declared, and that ex- 
plicitly and repeatedly, when the ‘‘new 
departure” was first brought forward as a 
party measure, that we did not regard it as 
having any strength but weakness rather 
in the form of a mere expedient. As an 
expedient we held it child’s play. As an 
expedient we considered it a simple element 
of disturbance. But we held then, and 
we hold now, that the acceptance of the 
amendments in good faith is an absolute 
essential to any and every political organ- 
ization which goes before the American 
people asking their confidence. We held 
then, and we hold now, that those amend- 
ments do not destroy the States; that they 
mean no more than what they say on their 
face; that they establish the status of the 
negro only; and that literally and exactly 
construed they are as harmless as any part 
of the organic law, which already contains 
an enabling clause as specific as any one of 
those which are attached to the last three 
amendments. Entertaining these opinions, 
we contended for the new departure,“ 
conscientiously, foreseeing very plainly the 
disasters (and long before they came upon 
us predicting them and explaining their 
cause), and knowing very well that, when 
the end should come, we should stand 
breast to breast with the march of public 
events and opinions. 

Such is the illustration furnished by the 
political situation at the present moment. 
The ‘‘new departure,” as an expedient, was 
a failure. It was a failure because Demo- 
crats divided on it and lost. It is dead. 
But what do its opponents gain by its de- 
mise except the grim satisfaction of having 
defeated their friends? In what does the 
division, which they made so sharp and 
decisive, profit them? No one now dis- 
cusses the amendments. The wear of time 
has crystallized them. We have got far 
beyond that point. It would be rank 
Bourbonism to urge even the ‘‘new de- 
parture.” Weare now asked, and by the 
very gentlemen who were loudest in their 
denunciation of the amendments, to see 
the old departure,” and go a hundred 
better; that is, to suspend eur order and 
enter into the support of a ticket which 
not only aceepts the amendments unquali- 
fiedly but indorses their origin, their incep- 
tion, their method of adoption and their 
purpose—in short, a moderate Republican 
ticket, pledged to the amendments as finali- 
ties. Our plan was to do this, without 
compromising our record, inside of the 
Democratic party. Our plan was to meet 
the conservatives half way, to accept the 
present, let by-gones be by-gones, and save 
our organization. For this opr fidelity 
was questioned. Now, those who ques- 
tioned our fidelity because we proposed to 
go half way in a direction which we felt 
assured we were bound to take, propose 
to go all the way, and since the moderate 
Republicans would not come over to us, 
to throw up the sponge and trot quite over 
to them. 

The reader will bear in mind that we are 
not attacking thisscheme. We realize the 
situation too sensibly to be unconscious 
of the danger which may make it an indis- 
pensable condition to our political exist- 
ence. We confess, however, on the 
threshold that we distrust it, as we dis- 
trust all expedients. 

If the conservatism of the country can 
be mustered on a common platform, and 
inspired by a common purpose—that pur- 


pose being genuine and patriotic—that 


purpose being warmed by liberal impulses 
chat purpose looking to peace, union, free- 
dom and teform— we thiuk It wilh win. To 
such a result we have labored ever since 
the war. To such a result we shall labor 
until we see the sun of Republican gov- 
ernment go down beneath the advancing 
darkness of Radical innovation and Radi- 
cal corruption. But short of this sincere 
and spontaneous popular uprising at the 
bidding of a pure and rational spirit, we 
have no faith and no hope of the future. 
There is plenty of raw material scattered 
througheut the States to beat the Grant 
party. But as long as it is made to wear 
the aspect of suppressed bitterness at the 
South and cunning device at the North, it 
can not win. To win it must be filled with 
the breath of life. To win it must flow 
with healthful blood. To win it must 
move as one body to the old, free music of 
union and peace, giving forth no doubtful 
sounds and turning upon no class and no 
community a doubtful look.

MORE CLOTHING FOUND. 

Shortly after noon, Constable John C. Stuart 
came in with an old and very dirty shirt and a 
ragged blue army-coat, which he got at Davis 
house. The coat had a number of stains upon 
the back of it, which looked like blood after an 
attempt had been made to efface them by wasb- 
ing, but they were so dim that it would be al 
most impossible to identify them as being biood 
stains. The shirt had only three or four amal 
stains on the back. These stains were doubtless 
made by blood. Soon after the arrival of the 
clothing, Captsin John M. Kirk arrived 
with a coarse cotton shirt, that was evidently 
worn by one of the murderers on Saturday night.

Mr. J. M. Duncan—The gentleman assumes too 
much.

If it was to our interest to come 
we'd do it; if not, not. So would Mr. Robinson, 
or any other member. 

Mr. Verhoef would say: I come as often ag 
any man—come every day—will pay as much as

In the com- 
petition between cutters to keep their machines 
going, they would furnish a good articleof fine- 
out chewing tobacco for fifty cents, which would 
materially affect the sales of plug tobacco. It 
would also encourage the consumption of leaf 
tobacco, which would certainfy not do the plug 
business any good. 

The motion to lay the minority report on the 
table being again brought up, Colonel Buckner 
said that the effect of the motion was to cut off 
debate, but he supposed that, as the meeting 
was called for the purpose of furnishing informa- 
tion to the Revenue Department, both reports 
ought to be sent forward to Washington. 

Mr. Dean said if that was the case there was 
no need of a formal meeting. The ides, as be 
understood it, was to get an expression of opin- 
fon from the manufacturers, and that expreasion 
would be embodied in the repart of the commit- 
tee if indcrsed by the meeting, and not in thse 
report of one member unsupported by the body 
of the trade. 

Colonel Buckner explained that he meant that 
both reports ought to be thoroughly discussed. 
He saw that there was a difforence between the 
manufacturers of plug and cut tobacco, and 
that differenceought to be thoroughly canvassed, 
whereas the motion to lay on the table cut off 
the discussion desired. 

The motion was then withdrawn. 

Mr. Robinson stated that he was the only one 
in the cutting trade taking aa active part in the 
meeting, but he represented a large class of men 
throughout the country. 

Mr. Wedaesinger said that the meeting was only 
for the purpose of giving expression to the views 
of the trade of Louisville, and the business of 
the meeting was to consult the interests of the 
trade here. 

Mr. Birch Musselman thought that sixteen 
cents wauld be high enough for the tax.
